W hen he heard that G erm any had 


declared w ar <>n Russia atid realized

The great European eonilict \v;u~ 
not mentioned in his presence, hut it 
was evident that the thoughts of 
those falling in battle were ever with 
him. 
While his attendants were urg­ 
ing upon him the necessity ot com­ 
plete rest his holiness would mention 
the soldiers who had been killed and 
murmur: 
“My poor children, my poor child­ 


ren.” 
The text of a message issued from 
the Vactican recently by the pope 
has just been made public. It fol­ 
lows : 
“At this moment when nearly the 
whole of Europe is being dragged in­ 
to the vertex of a most terrible war 
with present dangers and 
miseries 
and the consequences to follow, till 
very thought of which must strike 
every one with grief and horror, we 
whose care is the life and welfare of 
so many citizens and peoples cannot 
but be deeply moved and our heart 
wrung with the bitterest sorrow. 
“Ami in the midst of this univer­ 
sal confidence aud peril we feel and 
know that both Fatherly love and 
apostolic 
ministry 
demand of us 
that we should with all 
earnestne 
turn thoughts of Christendom tbail­ 
or— whence coineth help— to 
t hri-A, 
the prince of peace ami 
the 
most 
powerful mediator between God and 


man.

New York, Aug. IP.—The removal 
of the Belgian capital to Antwerp is 
of no importance, except as an in­ 
dication of the approach of the first 
great battle of the war near Brus­ 
sels. 
There would be no object to the 
allies preparing to defend Brussels. 
It is without any adequate fortifica­ 
tions and being almost in the center 
of the Belgian plain, it- investment 
would be easy. 
The Belgian army 
engineers rejected Brussels as the 
site for their central fortress because 
of its unfavorable strategic position. 
They selected Antwerp and have 
made it the second strongest fortress 
in Europe. 
Paris alone 
ranking 
above it. 
As long as England c o a l ­ 
mans the sea, Antwerp cannot be 
started into submisssion. and Ger­ 
man assaults on the defenses could 
be withstood indefinitely. 
Antwerp’s fortifications 
recently 
were renovated. The perimeter to be 
defended in sixty-four miles and re ­ 
quires a force of 90,000. 
In this 
safe arsenal, Belgian wisely has de­ 
cided to place her national archives 
and will direct the government of the 
country from a practically impregn­ 
able position. 


General Sir John FrenchV depart­ 
ure from Paris for the front co­ 
incided with the announcement of 
the successful landing of great Brit- 
ian’s expeditionary force. 
Ten days have passed since a mes­ 
sage slipped by the French censor in­ 
forming the world that some 20,000 
British tro o p s had been landed on the 
Belgian and French coasts. 
British 
mobilization plans are known to have 
arranged for moving 20,000 men a 
day to the continent. 
This means a 
maximum of 290,000 British soldiers 
are now with the allies. 
The number 
mav be less than tins maximum but 
the minimum ought not to be far be­ 
low 150,000. 
If t a c ti c s and strategy alone dic­ 
tate the disposition o f the British 


t r o o p s , they will be used a s a field 
force, and not, a s lias been s u g g e s t ­ 
ed for garrison duty at Antwerp. 
England is the only one of the alli­ 
ed powers that maintain a p r o f e s ­ 
sional army. 
The rest of the Euro­ 
pean country, where conscription is 
in force, drill their soldiers continu­ 
ously for from fifteen 
months 
to 
three years and then let them go. 
England’s standing army is the only 
European counterpart to the Ameri­ 
can regulars. 
The British troops, 
trained 
for 
fighting as a profession, should he 
the most formidable of all the sold­ 
iers in the field. 
For this reason, it 


s e e m s inconceivable that reports of 
their employment as a garrison force 
can he true.

Shropshire is the visible evidence 
that the state hoard of health is try­ 
ing to prevent the spread into Indi­

through the medium of rats and fleas. 
The plague is now found in New Or­ 
leans, and should any 
roving 
rat 
finds its way here from the city in a 
box car, a cargo of fodder or grain 
or any other m e a n s, he might read­ 
ily carry the plague to Indianapolis, 
the health hoard say s. 
Indiana «lid not know until today 
that its rats and flees 
are 
being 
sought out by the health hoard, for 
the hoard anticipated that it might 
meet with opposition it it announced 
its prematurely. 
It wished to have 
a good supply of rats on hand be­ 
fore the city knew the business of 
' the official rat catcher. 
The bubonic plague is a 
terrible 
disease unknown as yet to this lo­ 
cality, hut which might easily flour­ 
ish here if once established. 
R a t s 
carry the disease. 
They transfer it 
to fleas, who leave the 
rats 
and 
plague humans. 
The bubonic plague 
is a blood disease. 
It is fatal in a 
large percentage of eases. 
The ag- 
grivated eases are easily determined 
Hut less severe cases are often con­ 
fused wiiit typhoid and other dis- 
eases 
so much so that iu New O r ­ 


leans autopsies are held in 
every 
ease where there 
is 
the 
slightest 
doubt. 
Rats 
have 
been 
captured 
by 
Shropshire, taken to the bacteriolo­ 
gical laboratory of the health hoard, 
and there have been killed by Dr. \Y. 
Shinier, director of tin* 
laboratory. 
The fleas are killed in the same pro­ 


cess, arc shaken from the rats and 
counted. 
Their kind, 
number 
and 
location on the rat arc noted. 
The 
rat is 1 h<‘ii examined for indications 
of the plague. 
No such indications 
have yet been found. The age of the 
rat, ils sex and kind also sire noted. 
The born rats have been found to 
abound. 
Dr. Shinier explained that the flees 
prefer rats hut that when their pets 
disappear for any reason they spry 
insects seek humans. Shinier makes 
no attempt to examine the live flea. 
This activity of the health board 
is known as a rat survey. For some 
time it has been believed that Indi­ 
anapolis rats have perfected an un­ 
derground system of small tunnels, 
with trunk and branch lines, opening 
into the sewers 
and 
streets 
and 
basements. 
The older business dis­ 
tricts, especially where 
restaurants 
abound, are believed to he the center 
of rat activity. 
Rats may he seen 
coming out into the alleys at night. 
The sewer rats are enormous and are 
considered dangerous.
